In the short-run, a continued 
pursuit of detente is the only 
sensible policy to follow. But 
for the sake of long-term 
benefits, the pursuit of 
detente must be designed to 
encourage the gradual 
evolution of the Soviet 
system toward a more 
reasonable state. This means 
that any technology offered 
the Soviet Union, any trade 
concession made, must be 
tied to the liberalization of 
SOViet: politics. in. «a 
diplomatic, but firm way the 
USSR must be made to see 
the real world. Until they do, 
the sword will dominate the 
world. 

Such a policy would 
require great statesmanship. 
It would require a more 
united will on the part of the 
West, a greater faith in the 
institutions we stand for: 
constitutional government, 
human rights, civil liberties 
and the consent of the 
governed. It would mean the 
United States would have to 
assume and maintain an 
internationalist posture—not 
in ‘he sense of being the

Another first in BYU 
politics was the participation 
of an intellectual faction on 
campus, the People’s 
Centennial Party, more 
affectionately known as the 
rar. . Party candidates 
received rounds of applause, 
laughter and booing from the 
crowd of about 300 students 
gathered in the ballroom. 

Moving the convention to 
the ballroom from the much 
smaller Little Theater 
tremendously expanded 
convention campaigning 
opportunities of students for 
the candidate of their choice 
— and you can believe they 
took advantage of them. 

With banners flying from 
third floor railings and the 
spiral staircase the student 
Supporters paraded around

the ballroom all decked out 
in campaign hats and T-shirts. 
Typical of BYU campaigns 
were small children wearing 


signs saying “‘Vote for my 


daddy.’’ Enthusiastic 
supporters also carried picket 
signs endorsing their 
candidates. 

As’ each candidate was 
nominated, a second to the 
nomination was _ required 
from a student body member 
in the audience. Each vice 
presidential candidate was 
then given one minute to 
address the convention. 
President — Exec. Vice 
President teams were given 
two minutes. 

Comments of various 
candidates which aroused the 
response of the crowd include 
abolishing the Academics 
Office, replacing the Womens 
Office and a Girls and Boys 
Office and establishing a 
place in the library where 
students can go to hold hands 
and socialize. 

The eligibility of one of the 
candidates for Women’s Vice 
President has not yet been 
established. The candidate, 
John Stanley Absher, was 
told Wednesday that ASBYU 
policy permits only women 
students to run for the office. 
In his acceptance speech, 
Absher, the PCP candidate, 
said such regulations 
discriminate against the men 
at BYU. 

Other PCP candidates said 

the purpose of their party 
was to purge and purify 
ASBYU student government.

USSR in Angola are sound. It 
is very questionable, though, 
whether arms shipments to 
UNITA are the best way to 
do that. A vigorous and 
unified US condemnation of 
the Soviet imperialism 
combined with an equally 
determined diplomatic 
campaign on the part of the 
Western allies would: perform 
more wonders than any few 
million dollars in arms. 
Unfortunately the will and 
wisdom -for such a response 
are plainly lacking in our 
Congress and are even more 
scarce inthe Western 
European capitals. 

Thus, the legislature wisely 
bans arm shipments for the 
sake of a dangerous 
isolationism; Kissinger wisely 
recognizes the need to 
respond, but proposes a crude 


and ineffective way to do so. 

The whole paradox twists 
itself around the realities of 
the United States-Russian 
relationship. 


Whither Russia?

This last point deserves

Under Brezhnev this process 
has assumed nearly desperate 
proportions—the need for 
technology and the nature of 
the emerging communications 
and computer technologies of 
the West are drawing Russia 
against its will into the 
“global village.’’
